30  YEARS  AND  STILL  SHAPING 


October  1,  1959.  Trinity 
Christian  College  opened  its 
doors  on  what  had  been  the 
Navajo  Country  Club,  built  in 
1929.  Golfers  continued  to  use 
the  course  during  Trinity's  first 
academic  year. 

Ten  "wise  men"  had  pur- 
chased the  country  club  and 
land  around  it  for  housing  de- 
velopments, but  set  aside  fifty 
acres  for  Trinity  and  fifteen  for 
Chicago  Christian  High  School. 

Although  many  significant 
developments  have  taken  place 
over  the  thirty  years  of  Trin- 
ity's history,  some  of  the  most 
exciting  have  occurred  in  the 
last  three  years. 

New  construction  and  build- 
ing renovation  brought  about 
East  Hall,  (the  first  construction 
project  in  twelve  years),  a  new 
maintenance  building,  new  art 
and  music  space,  expanded 
parking  lots,  and  the  comple- 
tion of  the  athletic  fields.  Con- 
struction has  begun  on  another 
new  residence  hall  and  a  33,000 
square  foot  library. 

Enrollment  topped  500  stu- 
dents, and  continues  to  grow. 

Financial  health  is  evident  in 
an  endowment  fund  which 
grew  from  $55,000  in  1984  to 
over  $1,000,000  in  1989. 
Short-term  debt  has  been  paid 
off.  A  $1,000,000  matching  gift 
pledge  to  the  library  has  been 
matched. 

Quality  faculty  are  still  being 
hired,  academic  programs  add- 
ed or  expanded,  and  campus 
spiritual  life  strengthened. 
We've  joined  the  NAIA  athletic 
conference,  watched  the  music 
program  grow,  and  rejoice  that 
Trinity  is  no  longer  a  "best  kept 
secret." 

This  anniversary  is  a  time  to 
count  God's  blessings,  and  we 
do  it  all  the  time.
